Almost complete elimination of 
deafness in the near future was pre- 
dicted today by Dr. Waller A. Wells, 
of Washington, D. C, speaking before 

the American Federation of Organiza- 
tions for the Hard of Hearm 
June 25tft. 

Dr. Wells said that it was encourag- 

o find that otosi : was a 

much commoner malady than has been 
cd. In this malady bony mater- 
ial forms in the inner ear, causing 
deafness. The encourag- 
ing discovery was that this pathologi- 
cal development of bone may be seen 
frequently in post mortem examina- 
tion of patients who were never deaf 
in lit 

"We must conclude," said Dr.
